When James Fitzsimmons last week was 
chosen as honor guest for the forthcoming 
testimonial dinner of ‘the Thoroughbred 
Club of America. Al Fahey. publicity 
director for Delaware Park. reached for 
the ballot) Mr. Fitz had submitted in 
Delaware’s contest last spring to pick the 
10-best fillies and mares. He telephoned 
the trainer for comments. then called us 
to ask if we'd be interested in what Mr. 
Fitz had had to say. Well. we're always 
interested in what Mr. Fitzsimmons has to 


Of the ballets received from the mem- 
bers of the jury (of the American Train- 
ers Association) one of the most interest- 
ing wes that of Fitzsimmons. who is now 
81 veers old and has been in Thorough- 
bred racing for 70 years. He exercised 
the prerogative of any veter and split his 
ballot. For his first 3 selections he named 
mares that were running when he was a 
youngster, 

In order. his selections were Miss Wood- 
ford. Imp. Firenze. Next Move. Regret. Yo 
Tambien. Bewitch. Bed Reses. Gallor- 
ette. and Twilight Tear. 

When asked why he had put Miss Wood- 
ford on top. Mr. Fitz said. while it is hard 
to compare horses of different eras. after 
looking over the past performances of the 
42 horses whose names appeared on the 
ballot. he couldn’t go beyond her. “After 
all.” he said. “she was the top mare of her 
day and not only did she beat horses and 
colts as regularly as she beat those of her 
own sex, but she beat them all on all kinds 
of race tracks. It made no difference to 
her whether the track was fast. sloppy. or 
muddy; she could run on any of them. and 
that is always the sign of a good horse.” 
He added. “She wasn’t pampered either. 
her record shows that. It was not unusual 
for her to run at least once a week. and 
the further she went the better she liked 
it. How many mares do you know can run 
2!4 miles today and win by 10 lengths. 
as she did in her match race at Sheeps- 
head Bay with Drake Carter?” 

When asked about Gallovette. he said, 
“T certainly don’t want to give the impres- 
sion 'm taking anything away from her. 
because there’s no doubt about it. she 
was a top’ mare. But I believe you can 
account for her winning the poll because 
more of the trainers whose votes counted 
had seen her run. You must remember 
there are only a few of us left who can 
remember seeing Miss Woodford and some 
of the others run.” He said it’s sort of 
like asking a baseball fan who is best. 
Joe DiMaggio or Duke Snider? “Of 
course. I’ve trained some pretty good mares 
myself, including Bonnie Beryl and 
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Vegrancy. champion of her sex in 1942. 
But trying to compare either of them with 
eny of the old-timers would be difficult 
because they were retired after their 4- 
year-old careers.” 

Asked if he thought today’s Thorough- 
breds are as hardy as those which raced in 
the late “80°s or the early part of the 
century. Mr. Fitz said it wasn’t that the 
old-timers were env more healthy or hardy. 
it wes just that they were trained differ- 
ently. “Baek those days.” said. 
“you really drilled a horse to get) him 
ready for the races. and you kept him in 
top cendition all the time. Today vou 
trein your horses for one race at a time 
and hepe for the best. Horses aren‘t 
‘to run today like they were in 
those days, and the only herse [ trained 
letely with the old-time 
when [ wes getting Nashua ready for his 
meteh race with Swaps. He was drilled 
and drilled bard all during his training 
erevied. end the result of the race shows 
that beard training doesn’t hurt geod 
horse.” 

This hes been Fitzsimmons’ 
year. His charges already have won more 
then $1,000.009. His record of stakes 
victories prebably will not be equaled, 
althoueh he had to wait until 1954 to 
saddle his first winners of the Belmont 
Futurity and the Hopeful Stakes. It was 
Nashua who turned the trick for him. 
Among his many stakes triumphs are: 8 
Saratoga Cups. 7 Wood Memorials. 7 
Empire City Handicaps. 5 Gazelle Stakes. 
7 Babylon Handicaps. 5 Alabama Stekes 
4 Ceaching Club American Oaks. 7

CampEN. There is a story told along 
the shed-rows about the bettor who was 
enjoying fabulous success at the races. 
Pressed by cronies for details of his 
modus operandi, he credited his good for- 
tune to regular attendance at church. His 
pals started getting up early Sunday 
mornings. but their luck failed to im- 
prove. and they badgered the big winner 
for further explanation. “What church 
you been going to?” he asked. They told 
him. “You fools, no wonder.” he said. 


“that’s the Sunday school for trotters!” 


When it comes to getting tailor-made 
weather for his horse race meetings at 
Garden State Park. president Eugene 
Mori has chosen the right pew. Despite 
opening the New Jersey racing season in 
early spring and closing it in the fall. 
Garden State has done better the 
weather department than Monmouth Park 
and Atlantic City. which this year had 
troublesome brushes with heat waves and 
hurricanes. 

Last Saturday, however, on the open- 
ing of Garden State’s 25-day fall meeting. 
the charm ran out, and for the first time 
at an opening the horses were saddled in 
the covered paddock behind the grand- 
stand instead of in the green and white 
front paddock by the finish line. It rained 
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hard all day Saturday. Most of the 
jockeys started each race with two sets 
of goggles, but it didn’t do much good. 
“T was on the lead in the second race.” 
Roger LeBlane was saying, “but the goo 
was so bad it was coming straight up 
from the horse’s front feet. I pulled the 
first pair of goggles down at the half- 
pole, and the second set was completely 
covered at the quarter-pole. They tell me 
I got passed and finished third.” 


Rare Treat 


Such was the setting for the day’s fea- 
ture. the Jersey Belle Stakes. for 3-year- 
old fillies. The winner, George D. 
Widener’s home-bred Rare Treat. is a 
filly we may be hearing a good deal more 
from in the future. She remained a 
maiden as a 2-year-old, but trainer W. F. 
(Bert) Mulholland explained that. “She 
was sick frequently, and didn’t 
race very good, but she was and _ is 
extremely honest. and she’s easy to train. 
When she first tried mud she didn’t like 
it, but now she’s come around to thinking 
it’s not so bad. Little things like that 
have had me liking her from the begin- 
ning.” 


In 19 starts this season prior to the 


Jersey Belle, Rare Treat had won 6, and 
while none of these were stakes she had 
finished in front of such as High Voltage. 
Searching. Sometime Thing, Lalun, and 
Blue Banner. 

Brookmeade Stable’s Gandharva, an 
Olympia filly with her sire’s early foot, 
started out to steal the Jersey Belle prize 
and got as far as 5 lengths in front at one 
point. High Voltage began to close the 
gap from the half-mile pole. and went to 
the front in the stretch. Meantime, Ar- 
nold Hanger’s Rico Romance threatened 
on the inside, and from the center of the 
sloppy strip Rare Treat was being set 
down by Reino (Ray) Mikkonen, the 
jockey from Finland, for her big drive. 
Rare Treat drove to the finish a_half- 
length in front of High Voltage, which 
had spent her best putting away the 
Brookmeade filly. There were 3 good 
lengths between High Voltage and Rico 
Romance. 


Cosmah and the Gardenia 


Not all was lost for Mr. Mori. As it 
turned out, 24,437 braved pneumonia and 
put $2.113.281 through the maw of the 
mutuels. After the fourth race Mori 
beamed in the winner’s circle as he was 
presented with the trophy for the Gardenia 
Trial by Sterling Young, of the Jockey’s 
Guild. The winner was Cosmah, which 
runs in the cherry and white colors of 
Mori’s East Acres Farm, and the daugh-

Guzik vs. Lindheimer 


Jake (Greasy Thumb) Guzik, former 
lieutenant of Al Capone. and David L. 
Berkson. a real estate dealer. last’ week 
filed suit for $455.000 against Benjamin 
F. Lindheimer and associates. 

Guzik’s and Berkson’s claim. made in 
Superior Court, was that Lindheimer had 
misappropriated funds of the Arlington 
and Washington Park Jockey Clubs in 
1947 and 1948 when he made loans of 
$227.500 from each organization to a 
corporation which owned the Los Angeles 
Dons professional football team. They 
charged that the jockey clubs got back 
only $274.50 before Lindheimer and_ his 
family in October. 1948. bought the Dons 
with a stipulation that they were not buy- 
ing the football team’s debts. The plaintiffs 
said Lindheimer should return all the 
money and interest to the race tracks. 

Guzik owns 300 shares in Arlington 
Park and 100 shares in Washington Park. 
and Berkson owns 100 shares in Arlington. 

Guzik bought his Chicago race track 
stock on the open market in 1953. and 
ever since that time he has been having 
trouble with Lindheimer. First. Arlington 
and Washington Parks backed by an order 
of the Hlinois Racing Commission. refused 
to allow him inside the gates. He threat- 
ened to take this to a Federal Court. but 
never did. He then demanded to see the 
books of the 2 tracks, and when this was 
denied he asked the Superior Court for 
an order in his behalf. He got nowhere 
with this. and last week he filed suit 
alleging misuse of the tracks’ money.

Timely Tip nor Skipper Bill fancied a 
muddy track, and the former had a 
particular aversion to any “off” track, 
Acting secretary Eugene Bury added the 
final touch when he assigned Timely Tip 
128 pounds for the 1,';-mile race. Skipper 
Bill got 120 pounds. Timely Tip wasn't 
entered. 

Only 2 of Skipper Bill’s 10 rivals carried 
more than 110 pounds. Ella Villa) and 
Marmion. each packing 114. Skipper 
Bill. regarded as the best bet of the 
meeting. started at 2-5. After a_ brief 
flash of speed from Carlo C.. an outsider. 
the race settled into a duel between 
Skipper Bill and Marmion. Skipper Bill 
maintained a narrow margin until the far 
turn. where he began to pull away. Mar- 
mion. racing on the inside, staved less than 
a length behind until the top of the stretch, 
where Skipper Bill ducked to the inside and 
Marmion moved to the center of the track. 
W. B. Williams. regular Darby Dan 
jeckey. who had come from New Jersey to 
ride Skipper Bill. hit his mount sharply 
on the left flank just above the eighth-pole. 
and the favorite drifted toward the center 
of the track again. For a moment it 
appeared that Skipper Bill would bump 
Marmion before Williams could straighten 
him out again. Once straightened, Skipper 
Bill reversed his field again. and drew out 
slowly while moving back to the inside 
rail in the final sixteenth. His winning 
margin was 215 lengths. 

Jobn W. Galbreath. Columbus. Pitts- 
burgh. and New York real estate man and 
owner of Darby Dan Farm. was in the 
winner's circle to accept his second Ohio 
Championship trophy in 4 years. Atalanta. 
one of the best Galbreath ever 
owned. won the 1952 Championship. the 
first race in which she had shown a liking 
for a distance over one mile. With Gal- 
breath were his wife. the former Mrs. 
Dorothy Firestone, and his son Dan. who 
assists his father in the management of 
the vast Galbreath interests.

Galbreath has supported racing at 
Beulah Park ever since he entered the 
Thoroughbred business. and he owned 
Francesco. winner of the first stakes run 
at Beulah. the Governor's Handicap in 
1939. (Francesco, incidentally. was ridden 
in that race by Jack Long. now Darby 
Dan's trainer.) One of Galbreath’s early 
stakes winners at Beulah was Darby 
Dienst. named for Robert J. Dienst.

Business Review 


The Championship this year drew 8.226 
players. who bet $455.247. the highest turn- 
over of the 24-day meeting. The crowd 
probably would have been larger had not 
the track been competing with the Ohio 


State football team. which drew 82.000 
persons for its with Illinois. 
Columbus is a one-sport town, and any 


event which competes with the Ohio State 
football team receives little notice by local 
newspapers. 

Total attendance and pari-mutuel figures 
for the meeting were 120.803. average 
5.033. and $6,129,071. average $255.378. 
Both averages were up from the 1955 
spring meeting and the 1954 fall meet- 
ing. They are slightly below the records 
set at the 1954 spring meeting. when 
attendance averaged 5.228 and_ betting 
averaged $262.710. Last fall's averages 
were 4.662 and $254.459., 


The slight gains for this year’s sessions 
were encouraging. since the track had 
more rainy weather this year than in 1954, 
and the World Series extended to 7 games. 
3 more than in 1954. 

Dienst said. “You always read how the 
World Series hurts the gate at the New 
York tracks. but a lot of people don’t seem 
to realize that it hurts tracks all over the 
country. It hurt us when they used to 
broadcast the games. but it has been much 
worse since the games have been on tele-

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MICHIGAN 
An Advantage of Location 


Derroir. Boosters of the Michigan 
Thoroughbred Turf Club appear to be on 
the right track in at least one respect of 
their plans to build metropolitan Detroit's 
third running track. In Troy Township. 
about 6 miles north of the city limits. 
they have a good location for the last track 
possible under the Michigan racing law. 

This was underscored last week as the 
little Hazel Park track. barely 4 miles 
away from the proposed MTTC. site. 
reached the end of its 56-day meeting and 
horsemen scattered to Kentucky. Illinois, 
and other racing points. It was the seventh 
year the 5-furlong track has operated. 
and it was the third best on record. 

For the third time in 4 years Hazel Park 


outdid the Detroit Race Course, the 
Michigan Racing Association’s one-mile 


plant, both at the gate and in mutuel play. 
Although total attendance edged down a 
bit from 677.986 to 669.291. betting in- 
creased from $38.871.561 to $40.034.115. 

Where Hazel Park’s crowds were off 1.3 
per cent and betting up 3 per cent. the 
DRC saw its attendance dip 3 per cent 
and betting fall 9 per cent. without taking 
into account a poorer showing for 6- 
day charity session immediately after the 
regular dates. 

The racing at the 2 tracks is compar- 
able. so location must be a factor in their 
relative success. Hazel Park does not 
offer stakes events or a race of the 
magnitude of the $50.000 Michigan Mile, 
but it draws many of the same horses for 
its $5.000 and $10.000 overnight features. 

All this offers a clue to what horsemen 
can expect if the Turf Club wins the 
approval of racing commissioner James 
H. Inglis to construct its proposed one- 
mile track. 

So far Inglis has imposed strict  re- 
quirements on the group. The seventh 
hearing on its license aplication introduced 
half a dozen of the leading stockholders 
to the public. 

In the main they were builders and 
contractors willing to put up sums ranging 
from $75,000 to $600.000—in cash. they 
said—for the project. 

At the latest hearing a clash of attorneys 
overshadowed what new information was 
brought forth about the Turf Club and 
its backers. Assistant Atty.-Gen. Wilber 
DeYoung and MTTC Attorney Joseph 
Marshall traded insults. with Inglis order- 
ing Marshall to shut up at one heated 
moment. Finally Dr. Jack  Winshall. 
Edward Rosenberg. Abe Green. Philip 
Kaplan. Harry Granader, and Theodore 
Rogvoy were questioned on their finances 
and interest in the track. 

Another hearing—No. 8—will be held 
Thursday. October 27. with the Turf Club 
protesting that this is “wasting time.”

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OBITUARY 


A. K. Macomber 


A. Kingsley Macomber. whose Thor- 
oughbred interests were spread from 


California to Europe and over a_ period 
of 40 years. died suddenly on the night 
of October 5 at his home in Paris. He was 
80 years old. 

Born in Pasadena. Mr. Macomber had 
seen service with a British miiltary mis- 
sion in Africa, worked there for Cecil 
Rhodes. and returned to California to 
organize the Los Angeles Trust Company 
by the time he was 25 years old. He was 
married to Myrtle Harkness. a Standard 
Oil heiress whose father. L. V. Harkness. 
established at Walnut Hall Farm in Ken- 
tucky the country’s most noted Standard- 
bred nursery. 

Shortly after the Macombers met Walter 
B. Jennings at San Francisco in_ the 
summer of 1915 they sent him to England 
to recruit a racing stable for them. Jen- 
nings came back that fall with 3 2-year- 
olds and 13 yearlings bought from J. B. 
Joel. One of the 2-year-olds was *Star 
Hawk. which. after a slow start. came with- 
in a neck of overtaking George Smith in 
the closing stages of the 1916 Kentucky 
Derby. The stable got its first victory with 
the American-bred Star Master at the 
Saratoga meeting that year. 

In 1918 Mr. Macomber bought W. K. 
Vanderbilt's Haras du Quesnay and _ its 
breeding stock. and thereafter he main- 
tained his residence in France and did 
most of his racing and breeding in Europe. 
though he was active in efforts to  re- 
establish racing in California. and sent 
several stallions to stand at his Mira Monte 
Stock Farm at San Jose—among them 
*Star Hawk. *Hand Grenade, *Masked 
Marvel II. *Sun God II, and Dodge. He 
was also the importer of *North Star III. 
which broke down before he could start 
in the 1917 Kentucky Derby, but later 
helped establish E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour 
Farm as one of the country’s most impor- 
tant nurseries. 

In France Mr. Macomber won the Prix 
de Are de Triomphe with Parth. and he 
raced Rose Prince. whose sons and grand- 
sons have established one of the strongest 
modern branches of the St. Simon male 
line. His most profitable racing year 
probably was 1925, when he won _ the 
Cesarewitch with Forseti and the Cam- 
bridgeshire with *Masked Marvel II. and 
collected from a London bookmaker a 
check for £50,000. the pay-off on his 
wager of £100 at odds of 500 to 1 against 
the 2 horses winning the double. Rose 
Prince won the 1923 Cesarewitch a few 
weeks after the Macomber stable had 
purchased him. 

At one time. before its manager. Maj. 
Dudley Gilroy. began weeding-out 
process. the Haras du Quesnay had about 


a hundred broodmares. Mr. Macomber 
had curtailed his racing and_ breeding 


activities in recent vears, but at the time 
of his death he owned, among others, The 
Parson. which he had intended as a run- 
ner in last Sundays Prix de VAre de 
Triomphe. 

Mr. Macomber was a member of The 
Jeckey Club in New York. He is survived 
by his widow. H. Kirke Macomber, of 
Pasadena, was a nephew. and J. Kingsley 
Macomber. state steward at California 
meetings. a cousin. 


VETERINARY 
BCG's and Athletes 


The Thoroughbred Club of America, at 
its luncheon meeting of October 8 at the 
Lafayette Hotel in Lexington, got a thumb- 
nail sketch of ballistocardiography. a sub- 
ject which needed a larger canvas. The 
speaker was Dr. Ernst Jokl, director of 
the Kentucky Rehabilitation Center and 
professor of physical medicine and_re- 
habilitation at the University of Kentucky, 
who in his youth was a champion runner 
and hurdler in his native Germany. 

Dr. Jokl cited the improvements in 
athletic performance in the last 25 years, 
and noted that the records are still going 
up, “because we understand the physical 
basis of the performance.” It is no coin- 
cidence. he added. that “this improvement 
has taken place only in the technological 
countries. 

Among the several facets important in 
athletic ability he gave special attention 
to the capacity and efficiency of the heart. 
measurable as a__ ballistocardiograph 
(BCG). Physical endurance—not speed, 


but endurance—is affected by blood 
circulation. Great 


distance runners, 
particularly the 26-mile marathon runners, 
have large hearts and very slow pulse 
rates. “At rest. this big heart is scarcely 
working at all, and it has tremendous 
reserve; it is not only a pump, but a 
reservoir.” One noted runner had a rate 
of 32 heart beats per minute—a pulse so 
slow that it caused his rejection by the 
Army. since the examining physicians had 
never heard of anything like it. 

The difference between the best runners 
and the worst is highly significant, Dr. 
Jokl said. and it is probable that similar 
significant differences would be found by 
applying the BCG test to racehorses. 
“We could not distinguish between the 
horses that are going to finish first and 
third in the Kentucky Derby. but it is 
likely that dependable predictions could 
be made to separate the least capable 
animels from the best.” The speaker 
suegested that a research project concerned 
with the measurement, of heart efficiency 
in the Thoroughbred probably would 
provide information of value to breeders.

A Little Track Grows 


Last week we journeyed to Columbus to 
get our first look at Beulah Park. to see 
the llth running of the $15,000 added 
Ohio Championship, and to inspect John 
W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm. which 
has become one of the largest Thorough- 
bred operations in America. Details of 
the Championship are given in The Week’s 
Racing and Stakes and Horses. Darby 
Dan and the River Divide Farm of Robert 
J. Dienst, Beulah president and general 
manager. will be discussed in later install- 
ments. 

Beulah Park. central Ohio’s only Thor- 
oughbred track. completed its most 
succesful fall meeting on October 8. For 
a 24-day meeting the mutuel handle was 


$6.129.071, average $255.378. the 
attendance was 120.803, average 5.033. 
Although slightly below the records 


established at the 1954 spring meeting, 
the figures were above those posted at the 
1955 spring meeting. 

Gains in mutuel handle and attendance 
during the last 10 years have been impres- 
sive. Since 1945. a good year for most 
American tracks. Beulah Park has gained 
277 per cent in betting and 133 per cent 
in attendance. 

Beulah Park is not big-time. but it was 
only a few years ago that the track was 
struggling for existence. Second oldest 
track in Ohio (Ascot Park preceded it by 


one year). Beulah has been operating 
continuously since 1923. (Starter at the 
track’s first meeting was Marshall 
Cassidy.) For 14 years it limped along. 
returning its owners a small profit in 
good seasons. In 1937 Dienst. a Columbus 
road builder who had bought an interest 
in the track in 1933, bought control. He 
has been president and general manager 
ever since. 

Born in Columbus in 1891, Dienst had 
had no experience in racing before he 
acquired Beulah Park. After finishing 
elementary school he got a job carrying 
water for a construction gang. At 18 he 
was made a gang foreman. and at the age 
of 27 he had his own company, the Robert 
J. Dienst Construction Company. He still 
has the construction company. but horses 
have taken much of his time for the last 
20 years. In addition to running Beulah 
Park, he operates River Divide Farm and 
River Divide Stable. Best horses now in 
the stable are Decathlon and Andre. 


A Beef for 50 Cents 


Dienst brought no magic touch to Beulah 


Park. “It was mighty lean for the first 5 
or 6 years. We used to think we had a 


good meeting when we broke even.” he 
recalled. Since World War II some of 
the lean has changed to fat. 

The track has 2 meetings each year, 
usually a 20-day session in the spring.

opening on Kentucky Derby day and 
closing on Memorial Day, and a 24-day 
fall meeting opening on the second Satur- 
day in September and closing on the second 
Saturday in October. 

This year, for the first time. Dienst 
sharply limited the distribution of passes. 
It has proved a headache. but he hopes. to 
stick with the policy until he has a 
completely paid gate. “I don’t like passes. 
Wish we didn’t have any. But people who 
get accustomed to them squawk like hell 
when you cut them off. It only costs 50 
cents to get in the grandstand. You 
wouldn't think that 50 cents would be 
enough to make any difference, but we 
got a lot of beefs this year when we 
trimmed the list.” 


Improvements, Behind and Ahead 


Beulah Park. located 10 miles south of 
Columbus on the outskirts of Grove City, 
a town of 2.500 persons, has the most 
attractive grounds of any track in Ohio. 
From the entrance it looks like a picnic 
area. The circle drive in front of the club 
house and grandstand is lined with trees, 
and there is more grass than concrete. 
Behind the club house is an outdoor walk- 
ing ring, similar to the one at Keeneland, 
which gives the fans a chance to get a 
close look at the horses. Behind the 
grandstand is a more conventional roofed 
paddock, used during inclement weather. 

The grandstand and recently enlarged 
club house seat about 4,000, and the con- 
crete apron in front of the grandstand 
provides standing for several 
thousands. Before the next spring meet- 
ing Dienst plans to extend the grandstand 
toward the top of the stretch. He also 
expects to resurface the track. The present 
surface contains a high percentage of clay.

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The Beulah grandstand will seat about 3,500 persons, and the concrete steps in front of the stands will handle several more 


thousands. Before the 1956 spring meeting it is planned to build an extension of the grandstand farther toward the right. 


which is gummy after heavy rain, and 
slow in drying. 

When Dienst bought the plant in 1937 he 
enlarged the track from 6 furlongs to a 
mile and built a club house and a new 
grandstand. The old grandstand. built for 
the original half-mile track, was torn down, 
then replaced upon demand of the fans, 
and the tearing down and_ replacement 
has been repeated several times. The 
small structure to the left of the grand- 
stand affords about the same distant view 
of the finish as that enjoyed by 
club house patrons at Keeneland. “I don’t 
know why they like it, but they do.” Dienst 
said. “If we enlarge the grandstand this 
year. however, we may have to get rid of 
it for good.” 


The Other Side 


The backstretch has room for consider- 
able improvement. The track has 25 
barns. 6 located on the backstretch and 19 
in the “annex” to the southeast of the 
grandstand. Dienst hopes eventually to 
consolidate all of the barns in the annex

area, a move which would improve greatly 
the appearance of the track. Two of the 
oldest and worst-looking barns face the 
grandstand. 

The annex also could stand improve- 
ment. After a couple of days of rain the 
entire area is a quagmire. Appearance 
and sanitation would be improved con- 
siderably if there were 2 or 3 central 
manure bins. 

For fire protection Beulah depends up- 
on the Grove City fire department, but 
there are no hydrants in the stable area. 
One step taken to lessen the fire hazard 
has been the construction of 6 concrete- 


block barns.

Dienst says Beulah Park was the first 
Ohio track to install the finish camera. 
electric starting gate, and totalizator. also 
the first to use TelAutograph to speed 
pari-mutuel pay-offs. He is lukewarm 
about the film patrol because “it costs so 
much money.” 

At the 1955 spring meeting the former

board of stewards and the Ohio State 
Racing Commission disagreed over the 
validity of a claim.

Rainey. a jockey for many years, has 
been an official at the New York tracks 
since 1939. the year after he quit riding. 
He now serves as steward at Hialeah and 
Delaware Parks and as clerk of the scales 
in New York. Dr. Catlett. veterinarian 
for the New York tracks, also is a stew- 
ard at Keeneland and Detroit Race 
Course. Dr. Copland serves as a steward 
at the  Arlington-Washington-Balmoral 


meetings in Chicago and also at Gulf- 
stream Park. Mehrtens. who has been 
training in The Jockey Club’s school for 
officials in New York, is a patrol judge

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at the New York tracks. and at Tropical 
and Hialeah Parks. O'Hara. Fred Capos- 
sela’s assistant at the New York Thor- 
oughbred tracks, does the announcing 
and calling for trotting tracks near New 
York. 

This is the first Ohio meeting for each 
of the stewards and for patrol judge 
Mehrtens. All of them were pleased with 
the track’s operation. “I was a_ little 
afraid that we might have trouble with 
rough or careless riding the 
track doesn’t have the film patrol.” Rainey 
said, “but the racing has been exception- 
ally clean. You would expect a good deal 
more trouble here than in New York be- 
cause the jockeys are not as experienced 
and because there are a few more bad-act- 
ing horses at a small track.

The Press Is Not Interested 


Beulah Park’s future is indefinite. lm- 
provements in the physical plant will be 
made each year, but improvements in the 
mutuel handle and in the class of racing 
hinge on several “ifs.” 

One of the track’s big problems is the 
press. It receives as little news coverage 
as any track in the United States. The 
newspapers never send a reporter to the 
track. All stories on the entries and _re- 
sults are furnished by the track. as well 
as the selections. An example of the 
coverage received was the space given 
the Ohio Championship. For an advance 
on the race the Dispatch, Columbus’ larg- 
est newspaper, carried a 6-inch story dic- 
tated to the sports desk by publicity man 
Jack Cavanaugh. The Ohio State Journal 
gave the race a 3-column headline on a 
back sports page, under another 3-column 
headline, “Near-Extinct Whooping Cranes 
Meeting Biggest Test This Year.” After 
the race, won by Columbus-owned Skipper 
Bill, the Dispatch used a 3-inch story with 
a one-column headline. 

The people of Columbus obviously do 
not agree with the newspapers’ evalua- 
tion of the city’s sports. Beulah Park for 
several years has outdrawn the city’s 
professional baseball team, which gets 
banner headlines from March through 
September.

Three Rings for Luck 


One of the loveliest Thoroughbred 
farms in southern California is the Three 
Rings Ranch. owned by George and 
Connie Ring, located at Beaumont. Calif. 
It is 85 miles on the desert side of Los 
Angeles. and about 25 miles west of Palm 
Springs. 

Its 125 acres include a recently purchas- 
ed 30 acres which has been seeded for 
pasture. The older part of the place has 
about a thousand olive and Chinese elm 
trees. some 200 of which are to be trans- 
planted soon to make room for another 
paddock. The property was developed in 
1946 by Martin Zalud. and this is the fifth 
year the ranch has been under the owner- 
ship of the Rings. 

There have been many improvements in 
that time in the paddocks. the barns. and 
the shaded roads that wind through the 
ranch. Plans have been made for a home 
that will be built on a knoll overlooking 
the half-mile training track. with its lovely 
infield lake where several hundred ducks 
and geese drop down for a brief respite 
each year while flying south for the winter. 

There are already 4 cottages on the 
ranch. in addition to 6 enclosed barns. 
some 68 stalls, and outdoor sheds. The 
barns are either steam-cleaned or freshly 
painted every year. One of the most at- 
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Mr. AND Mrs. 


tractive barns is a rectagular affair, built 
around a plot of lush grass and blooming 


_ flowers. with a covered walk which makes 


it possible to have the horses out for daily 
exercise regardless of the weather. 

The equine population of the ranch 
varies. Not long ago manager Bill 
Phegley, vaccinated 115 horses. but many 
of these were temporary visitors. During 
the fall there are about 80 horses at Three 
Rings. This year Phegley broke 32 year- 
lings to lead. and he reports that is an 
average number. 

Standing at Three Rings are 5 stallions. 
Cover Up. Admiral Drake, Re-Armed. Con- 
version. and Joystick. Admiral Drake. by 
War Admiral. is the property of a 
syndicate in which Ring owns 5 shares and 
has breeding privileges for 2 others. Re- 
Armed. owned by C. Ray and John Rob- 
inson. is a brother to Armed. Conversion, 
a stakes winner. is a brother to Solidarity. 
and Joystick is by *Alibhai out of the 
Flying Heels mare Flying Wild. 

It would be difficult to find 2 persons 
more fond of racing than George and 
Connie Ring, or more popular with Turf 
folks. Ring is president of the California 
division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association. and has worked 
tirelessly in behalf of horsemen for years. 

Among the Rings’ best mares are Sybil. 
Zenoda, *Donnemarie II. Flying Rings. 
Three Rings. Blue Cloth. Samoa Winds. 
and Valonia. Sybil is by *Beau Pere out 
of the high-class stakes winner Whirl- 
about. After the success Rex Ellsworth 
has had breeding *Beau Pere mares to 
*Khaled. you would think George and 
Connie Ring would send Sybil to *Khaled. 
and they have. She is now in foal to the 
sire of Swaps. 

Zenoda. by *Alibhai—*Constant. won 
the Starlet Stakes at Hollywood Park and 
is a sister to Gold Salute. dam of Golden 
Abbey. *Donnemarie II is the dam of

are now at sud in California. Flying 
Rings is a War Admrial filly whose second 
dam is *Hydroplane Il. dam of Citation.

War mare, and, as the Gobel saying goes, 
you can hardly get that kind any more. 
Samoa Winds. by Polynesian. showed keen 
speed during her racing career. 

Valonia. by Gallant Fox. is out of 
Valkyr. dam of the Belair Stud’s Vagraney. 
which produced Black Tarquin. She is 
the dam of Cover Down. a 16:3 Cover Up 
colt. which has given the Rings some hope 
that he might develop into a top horse. 

\t any rate, the Rings have made quite 
a bit of progress in the sport since Connie 
bought) a rather cheap Thoroughbred 
named Top Charge some 10 years ago 
while George was away on a hunting trip. 
When she called to tell him she had bought 
a horse. his answer was. “That's fine. UII 
get one. too, and we'll do some riding to- 
gether.” 

“Tt isn’t that kind of a horse.” she told 
him. 

Instead of making her sell the horse. as 
Connie had feared. George became an 
intense racing fan. 

The 3 rings in their silks were 
chosen for good lueck—one ring for George. 
one for Connie. and one for the horse.

of the leading 2-year-olds, including Needles, were 
not eligible for the race, which closed before the 
runners were born. 

Career Boy began his usual late run at the 
leaders, but slowed up when Eric Guerin laid into 
him with the whip. Doubledogdare shortened stride 
on the sloppy track. Hedley Woodhouse, breaking 
Nail from the outside post position, kept him with 
the leaders, drove him to the front somewhere 
around the quarter-pole—chart-making for the 
Widener Course is largely guesswork—and had 
him a length and a quarter in front at the finish, 
Head Man, Career Boy's stablemate, apparently was 
the only runner gaining on the winner in the last 
furlong, and his rate of gain was not enough to 
threaten, 

The winner was a timely and impressive adver. 
tisement for Henry H. Knight’s dispersal of his 
breeding stock, scheduled for November 3. He is 
one of the third crop of foals by the French-bred 
*Nirgal, and is the first living foal of the stakes 
winner No Strings, a mare which Knight bred from 
Irvana, half-sister to the unraced Camelina, dam 
of Pet Bully and Blue Helen. No Strings’ first 
foal died; he was a gray brother to Nail, born in 
1951. The gray color comes through the third 
dam, the stakes-winning Princess Camelia, daughter 
of the gray *Royal Canopy, by Roi Herode. 

Nail was foaled January 19, 1953, at Knight's 
Almahurst Farm a dozen miles from Lexington, and 
was among the handsomest yearlings sold by 
Almahurst last year at Saratoga, where trainer 
George P. (Maje) Odom bought him, at $20,000, 
for the account of Mrs. A. A. Bigelow (Fifi 
Widener). All his 5 races have been run over 
the Belmont Park’s straight course named in honor 
of Mrs. Bigelow’s father, the late Joseph E. 
Widener, 

Winner of his first start last May, Nail hit the 
side of the gate in his next start (the National 
Stallion Stakes); though he finished third, he had 
damaged a hip so severely that Odom doubted at 
first whether he could race again this year. He 
went back into training, however, in time for 
the fall meeting at Belmont, and in the Futurity 
raised himself to a place at the head of the 2- 
year-olds racing in New York.

THE BELMONT FUTURITY OF 1951—Tom Fool's lead was being whittled down by a late charging Primate at the 
finish of the famous Futurity run four years ago. Earlier, Primate had equaled the Youthful Stakes record, won the 
Juvenile Stakes in the third fastest time in its 75 runnings (the two faster times were run with less weight), ran second 
in the fastest National Stallion Stakes. As a result of this 2-year-old form, Primate was ranked second to Tom Fool 
on the Experimental Handicap. 


At three Tom 
Fool beat him by a neck at Jamaica; at Belmont he came within 5 of a second of the track record for six furlongs, 
held by an older horse carrying less weight: was fourth in the Preakness, leading for a mile until his jockey dropped 
his whip, and was beaten half a length for third by One Count, Horse of the Year. Primate was second by a neck 
in the Jersey Stakes at 1% miles, conceding weight, and suffering a broken sesamoid during the running.

CALIFORNIA GLIMPSES 


Haven in the Hills 


Hidden Valley is a narrow oblong of 
good pasture land lying just east of the 
coastal mountain range. north and west 
of Los Angeles. There is a highway 
through the center of the valley, with 
several hundred yards of relatively flat 
farm land on either side of it before the 
land angles up into the enclosing low 
mountains. Lake Sherwood lies at the 
eastern end of the valley. and toward the 
west the read climbs out through the hills 
to the coastal highway. 

In this junior Shangri-La there is rela- 
tive insulation from the noises of the 
hurrying world. The deer come down 
from the forested hills to feed on the 
crops and the pastures. The tempo is slow 
and pleasant. It is difficult to imagine 
anything fiercely competitive in Hidden 
Valley. 

Along the slope toward the eastern end 
of the valley is J. C. Dellinger’s Deerwood 
Stock Farm. Its 750 acres are mostly 
for the deer. and in the 10 per cent of it 
level enough for more domesticated stock 
the horses have the same inviolate rights 
as the deer. 

Col. F. W. Koester parked his Buick 
in front of a big barn which backed up 
to the sharp slope of the mountain. and 
we walked over to speak to the manager. 


Jack Peterson. a former harness horse 


man. In the wide hallway of the barn 3 
men were concerned with an animal in 
trouble. The horse was suspended in a 


sling, his head lying across the gate of his 
stall. one of his knees in a heavy bandage. 
This was a 3-year-old gelding named Dark, 
it was explained; he had a broken knee. 
There was no prospect that he ever would 
be useful again, but usefulness is not 
the main concern at Deerwood. . . . It 
turned out that there were 27 pensioners 
on the place. one of them an ancient 
Standardbred. Foxy Hanover 2:0014. 


New Ventures 


Across the road from Deerwood. Dave 
Pollock was remodeling a barn and_re- 
fencing a small. hill-girt place owned by 
Mrs. John McMahan. This was to be- 
come headquarters for the Thoroughbreds 
of one of California’s newer owners of 
race horses. Mrs. McMahan spent $60,- 
000 for a yearling at Keeneland last year. 
and this year she bought some more. 
Prior to this venture her land, like that 
of Deerwood. had been left to the deer 
and a few odds and ends of horses. mostly 
old polo ponies. 

Farther down the road. and on the 
opposite side. is the main section of Mrs. 
MeMahan’s Oak Lane Ranch. with a wider 
expanse of pasture and crop land. A little 
distance from the park-like area in which 
she residence stands. an oil derrick was

Its fences, 


manufactured by owner Thomas, are constructed of concrete post and rail. 
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lying on its side, ready to be lifted into 
place. Beneath it was the first oi! that 
had been found in Hidden Valley. Beiween 
the new horses and the new oil the mistress 
of Oak Lane was moving at a faster tempo 
than the countryside suggested. 

George Brent’s neat 50-acre Royal Oaks 
Farm was by-passed for lack of time, and 
we climbed the road out of the western end 
of the valley and dropped down for a 
brief visit to Conejo Ranch, owned by 
young Edwin Janss Jr. Conejo Ranch 
consists of about 5,500 acres, running back 
into the low hills. but the effective part 
of it. for purposes of raising horses, js 
about 100 acres, dotted everywhere with 
spreading shade trees. The mares and 
foals on the deep pasture were mostly 
boarders. and Admiral Lea the only stal- 
lion. Janss dispersed his Thoroughbred 
stock a few years ago—as it turned out, 
principally for the benefit of Clifford 
Mooers. who got Traffic Court and bred 
from her. in successive years, Hasty Road 
and Traffic Judge. 

Ed Janss. in his first foray into Thor- 
oughbred breeding. was quite successful 
with a small-scale operation. Now he is 
beginning to behave as if he might move 
in again on a larger scale, and if he 
does he probably will become one of 
California’s important breeders. Unlike 
many business men in the sport, he does 
not leave his sense of probabilities out- 
side when he turns to horse-breeding. 


Santa Anita’s Royal Road 


Conejo was as far north and west as a 
crowded time schedule permitted going. 
The next excursion, to the east of Los 
Angeles. was under the guidance of Louis 
Rowan. who puts in time as president of 
the California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association as if he were getting paid 
for it. On the way out he was kind enough 
to stop in at Santa Anita Park and let 
me have a first look at the magnificent turf 
course. the most extraordinary — racing 
strip created in North America since 
Belmont Park. at least. and possibly since 
the discovery of the one-mile ellipse. 

The turf here, dark green and carpet- 
smooth. is comprised mostly of Merion 
bluegrass. Santa Anita spent $12.000 for 
the seed. rounding up practically the whole 
supply the country—which perhaps 
helps explain why the price for the seed is 
still $4.50 a pound. There is also a 
considerable amount of Bermuda 
which goes dormant in the winter and 
thus tends to make the track less slippery. 
In the first year the course was used 
(1953-54) the horses were allowed to 
wear only smooth plates. but now any type 
of shoe is permitted; stickers tend to tear 
up the turf less than the smooth plates. 
track superintendent Elmer €. Gould said.

The Outdoor Life 


Dry paddocks are in use on nearly every 
Thorougubred farm in southern California, 
but they are especially noticeable at Old 
English Ranchos. where they are big. long. 
narrow. and in deep sand. The area for 
breaking and training has similar foot- 
ing. and many yearlings and other horses 
are legged up there. 


Another distinguishing feature of the 
Old English set-up is that there are very 
few box stalls. The horses are outside 
nearly all the time. The nearest approach 
to shelter for the healthy animals is a 
roofed-over section, with straw on the 
ground, at the end of one of the dry 
paddocks. This is for foaling mares. which 
may retreat there when the foals are about 
to be born. 


Elwood Johnston will tell you that since 
1948, when he and Ted Tepper began 
operations at Old English. the farm has 
never sent out a bleeder, a horse that was 
“windy.” or a horse that bowed a tendon. 
And he doesn’t even bother to knock on 
wood. 


The big Naylor (now Jones) farm near 
Riverside is one of the best equipped in 
California, and its individual pastures are 
larger than at most other farms. The 
place was virtually at a standstill in the 
period when negotiation for its purchase 
was still in progress. and the only men 
we saw on its 650 acres were business 
manager Robert F. Tansill and farm man- 
ager Ed Trucks. There was an interest- 
ing equine exhibit: eating at a hay rack 
in a corner of a big pasture were 2 of 
Calumet Farm’s prize mares, A Gleam 
with a *Khaled filly at side. Jenny Lee 
with a *Khaled colt. In the words of 
the late Howard Oots. they looked like 
peaches and cream. 


Score-Keeping 


On this farm, as at the other large farms 
in southern California, there is a great 
incoming and outgoing of horses, not quite 
like Grand Central Station. of course, but 
enough to remind the bookkeeper of Grand 
Central. For keeping the farm records 
Bob Tansill has devised so complete a set 
of forms that I begged a copy of each card 
and the big teasing-and-breeding sheet and 
brought them home for the reference of 
other breeders, who occasionally inquire 
about such forms. 


One of Tansill’s most interesting devices 
for record-keeping was a sheet about 11 
inches square, ruled for pedigree. detailed 
performances, earnings. and other data on 
one side, and for debits on the other side. 
The debits. besides being listed by dates 
and trecks, were broken down into train- 
ing expense, percentage to trainer and 
jockey. blacksmith, veterinarian, nomina- 
tions and starting fees, and miscellaneous, 
the miscellaneous classification presum- 
ably including transportation costs. A

conveying or comprehending information 
in the specialized language the subject 
makes necessary. 

The oblong volume presents English. 
French. and German equivalents of various 
terms side by side. under headings and 
subheadings (“Colours. Les Die 
Farben”). and there are numerous illustra- 
tions to make it clear that the English- 
man’s “over at the knees” and “calf-kneed™ 
are equivalent to the German’s “vorbiegig™ 
and “rueckbegig.” ete. 

The dictionary will be supplemented 
later with Polish. Portuguese. and Spanish 
texts. now in preparation. and when all
